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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants* attempted amendment of claim 1 to 
insert a number average molecular weight range for the polyisobutylene elastomer is clearly a "new issue" because this limitation has 
never been in the claims and finds support only in the Examples. However, even assuming that this range of values does not intersect 
with the numerically lower range of "Flory viscosity average molecular weight" given on page 5 of the JP '195 translation for liquid 
isobutylenes it would clearly change the scope of the polyisobutylene elastomers found in applicants' Markush group of claim 1 , and 
thereby effectively eliminate JP '195 as a reference, even though an elastomer and polyisobutylene are both never defined in applicants' 
specification outside of the MW range given for two samples used in its examples. As to the Hawley's Dictionary reference supplied by 
applicant in an effort to prove his position it is noted that as regards the urged definition regarding the capability of stretching of elastomers 
the Examiner must note that the citation starts with the clearly relavent disclaimer "As originally defined by Fisher (1940)". In the same 
vein, note the Examiner's definition from the Handbook of Adhesives, which defines them only as "polymeric materials having rubberlike 
properties", and which lists "polyisobutylene" as one species thereof, with no qualifiers. 
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
